A Satisfactory Barn 


Should Be Built With Length Run- 
ning North and South 

Every man who builds a barn wants 
a satisfactory barn, and if the barn is 
cold during the winter it is not a sat- 
isfactory barn, The following pointe 
will help you in making the plans for 
a new barn or for remodelling the old 
one. 

Barns made of lumber are more 
practical, economical and artistic, 

Barns should always be built with 
the length of the barn running north 
and south to get sunlight throughout 
the stock room, 

Calves and all small stock should 
be in the south end of the barn as 
the south end is always the warmest. 

Horses and cows shoulc be separ- 
ated by a tight partition. 

Plan six hundred cubic feet for a 
cow, seven hundred thirty cuble feet 
for a horse, Figure six calves the 
same as one cow and two yearlings 
the same as one cow. 

There should be four square feet 
of glass area per animal and the win- 
dows should be placed as near the 
ceiling as possible. One piece sash 
with tight fitting storm windows for 
the winter, 

The most satisfactory plan of a 
ventilating system can be made where 
the stock face the centre of the build- 
ing. 

Driveways should be eliminated 
and litter carriers used instead. 

All doors should be equipped wi'h 
storm doors and rolling doors should 
not be used except when absolutely 
necessary. 

If joists overhead are ceiled, insu- 
lation at least one-half inch thick 
should be used under the ceiling to 
prevent condensation when the hay 
is removed from the hay mow floor,

For Water 


Scheme to Improve Southern Saskat 
chewan’s Water Supply 
Southern Saskatchewan is taking 
steps to improve its water supply. 
The scheme which is being consid- 
ered by the Saskatchewan Water 
Supply commission involves bringing 
water from the Southern Saskatche- 
wan river to Regina and Moose Jaw 

a distance of over 130 miles. 

Seven million dollars is the minim 
um cost of the scheme, This figure 
is based on a main line system to 
Regina, built of wooden staves, with 
a branch line to Moose Jaw. Ifa 
concrete line is to be used the cost 
will be $11,000,000 and if a steel line 
is used the cost to the cities will be 
$13,000,000, 


Trade Agreement With West Indies

It provides for an in- 
crease in the mutual preference from 
20 to 50 percent; It extends the free 
list, and makes arrangements for an 
increased eteamship service—a week- 
ly service between Canada and the 
eastern group of the British West 
Indies, and a fortnightly service with 
the Western group.
